At the beginning of the race, Mr. Everett's 
running qualities were entirely unknown to 
the public, and the friends of Mr. Clements 
looked upon the race as a matter of form 
which could only result ina victory for the 

sent incumbent, 

But since Gordon county went for Everett 
things look different. That county had been 
claimed for beth candidates, and the Tribune, 
of Rome, Mr. Clements’s warmest newspaper 
support, spoke of a Clements victory in Gor- 
don asa matter of course, though it admitted 
that Mr. Everett had made a pleasant impres- 
gion there. 

When to the Gordon county victory the al- 
liancemen add the positive assertion that 
Everett will carry Floyd, which has always 
been a Clements stronghold, the race begins 
to look very interesting. Floyd is now the 
battle ground of the district. If Clements 
carries it he will more than offset Everett’s 
victory in Gordon. If on the contrary Everett 
carries Floyd he has the race. 

Mr. Clements’s friends claim that he has the 
majority in Floyd, but complain that the sys- 
tem of voting by militia districts will virtually 
disfranchise the body of voters inthe Rome 
district, which has more voters than four or 
five outside districts, the Rome precinct poll- 
ing about athird of the entire vote of the 
county. An effort was made to reconsider the 
action of the county executive committee in 
calling a primary to elect an equal number of 
delegates from each militia district tothe 
county convention. But there was a majority 
of outside men on the committee, and they 
refused to reconsider. Moreover, they met the 
argument of Mr. Clements’s friends by saying 
that he had always favored the election of 
delegates to the county convention by militia 
districts,and he had only found it unfair when 
it operated against him. 

The refusal of the executive committee to 
reconsider, will goalong way to help Ever- 
ett, for it is admitted, that Mr. Clements 
would poll a heavy majority in the city of 
Rome. 

In addition to this Mr. Everett has the local 
influence of Colonel Felix Corput, ex-president 
of the State Alliance exchange, who is run- 
ning for the legislature on the alliance plat- 
form. 

The Cedartown Standard was probably the 
earliest and most vigorous champion of Mr 
Everett among the press of the district. They 
have intheir paper and by personal effort. 
waged waron Mr. Clements from the begin- 
ning of the campaign. 

The Everett view of the race is put with all 
the enthusiasm of a sanguine partisan by the 
editor of the Standard. 

“Having an inside view of the alliance in 
this district,’’ says he, ‘‘with a general know]l- 
edge of the political pulse over the entire 
Beventh, we believe Mr. Clements is now a de- 
feated man. Everett will carry Floyd county 
in the primary Thursday, the 3lst, and this 
breaks the backbone of Clements’s candidacy. 
His most sanguine suporters in Cedartown 
practically admit that Mr. Clements's fate is 
extremely doubtful. 

The candidacy of Mr. Everett has been 
quiet but effective, until somewhat recently. 
After Mr.Clements's triumph over Dr. Felton, 
and the mastership of several successive cam- 
paigns over formidable opponents, it remains 
for the man from Polk to take from the hand. 
of one who has heretofore been considered an 
invincible office holder the banner of his long 
continued prestige. In that fight the Cedar- 
town Standard has played a winning card. 
Solitary and alone among the press of the dis- 
trict it has led the opposition to Mr. Clements 
without being personal or acrimonious, and 
has championed Mr. Everett’s cause before 
the people. While Mr. Everett 
has been the exponent of _ alliance 
principles, the paper has supported him as a 
democrat, and pressed his election before the 
democratic primaries of the district.

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HE TALKS OF THE ISSUES IN THE 
NINTH DISTRICT. 


He Says There Will Be aStraight Republican 
Candidate Before the People for 
Election to Congress. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., July 24.—[Special.]—At 
the noon recess of the superior court Hon. 8. 
H. Darnell, United States district attorney for 
the northern district of Georgia; addressed a 
goodly number of the citizens of Hall county 
upon the political issuee of the day from. a re- 
publican standpoint. | 

IN THE NINTH DISTRICT. 

He spoke for two hours and held the atten- 
tion of his auditors. He discussed the con- 
gressional race in the ninth district, and said 
that he was in favor of “straight goods,’’ a 
democrat or a republican, but his preference 
was fora republican. He is bitterly opposed 
to independentism in politics, and that its ad- 
herents represent no party or nothing. He 
said that he was not a candidate for any office, 
but that he might be. 

A REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE. 

One thing was certain, that the republicans 
would runa candidate for congress in the 
ninth district, as it is a very opportune one, on 
account of the wrangle in the democratic 
party between the different candidates. He 
said that the democrats would get a good 
square fight from the republicans this round, 
and that his party meant business. 

AGAINST THE FORCE BILL.

HON. WEIR BOYD 


Is Not a Candidate for Congress, But Would 
Not Dodge the Lightning. 

Hon. Weir Boyd, who was a member of the 
last senate, and familiarly known as ‘‘Father 
Boyd,’’ has been mentioned as a candidate for 
congress in the ninth district. 

Yesterday he was in the city and was asked 
about the matter. 

“*T see you have announced me as a candi- 
date. Thisisa mistake. I was solicited by 
many friends to become a candidate, but on 
looking over the field, I found a half-dozen 
brother democrats already in the race, some of 
whom were my personal friends, that I did not 
desire to antagonize. 

‘‘A week or so ago I corrected this mistake 
in my local paper, published at Dahlonega, and 
at the request of some friends I gave my views 
in brief on the pending political issues. 

‘“‘Since I have been in public life I have 
never received more general encouragement 
to offer for any office than I have on this oc- 
casion.”’ 

‘What are the views to which you allude?” 

‘‘T favor the unlimited coinage of silver as 
one means of increasing the volume of cur- 
rency and relieving the people of that expense. 
[I would favor the fepeal of the national bank 
system and penalties of a prohibitory tax 
against state banking. 

‘*As to the tariff, every sensible, just man 
knows it needs readjustment. The idea of 
protection, as incorporated in the present tariff 
laws, means the making of the rich richer and 
the poor poorer, and discrimination in fayor of 
the rich against the poor. Furthermore, it is 
wrong because it raises greater revenue from 
the people than is necessary to the economical 
administration of the government. 

‘‘In the event that the unlimited coinage of 
silver, with the present outstanding volume of 
currency, don’t furnish sufficient money to 
transact the business of the people, then it is 
the duty of the government to issue a sufticient 
amount of greenback currency to supply this 
deficiency. In théevent that this cannot be 
done, then, perhaps, it would be wise to adopt 
the subtreasury system as advocated by the 
alliance, under proper limitations, to meet the 
necessities of the people. I don’t see why the 
farmers should not be allowed to bank on the 
staple products of the farm, as the bond- 
holder and gold shylock are now permitted by 
law to bank upon their gold and ‘bonds. It 
was admitted by statesmen and financiers, in 
the late debates in congress on this question, 
that there isnot a sufficient volume of cur- 
rency to do the busines of the country. 

**T have been a farmer all my life, and am in 
sympathy with this large class of our fellow 
citizens, but there is danger of carrying class 
legislation to extremes. I am a lawyer as well 
as a farmer, and I am proud of my profession 
as such. In the reading the history of Engiand 
and Americal find the members of that pro- 
fession have always been in the vanguard of 
the battle for civil liberty. They have had an 
important partin establishing and’ maintain- 
ing civil and religious liberty in this, the best 
government the world ever saw. 

‘No class lives to itself. The lawyer, the 
mechanic, the farmer, the merchant and the 
manufacturer have a common interest and 
destiny, and are concerned in each other’s wel- 
fare. That which would conduce to the pros- 
— and happiness of the one class will be 

neficial to the other. I don’t think it wise 
that one class alone should be represented in 
the exercise of the functions of the govern- 
ment,”’

Yesterday in Camp-—A Good Programme, 
but a Damp Day—Some Incidents. 

LirHIA SprineGs, Ga., July 24.—[Special.]— 
It rains! Howitdoesrain! Wetday! Yes; 
but greatly needed. These and similar ex- 
clamations have been handed back and forth 
until absolutely worn out. In spite of the 
rain, which at times fell in torrents, the pro- 
gramme was carried out to the letter, and 
there was no observable diminution in Chau- 
tauqua enthusia ‘m on the part of those attend- 
ing. Under thenew schedule of class work the 
special assembly classes and those of the Grady 
summer school are now working smoothly and 
successfully. The corps of instructors is made 
up of competent teachers, and during the next 
few weeks thorough work will be done. If it 
was generally understood that so much could 
be obtained for so small a price, the class rooms 
would be crowded with students who would 
share the enthusiasm and spirit of those 
already registered. 

At the 11 o’clock lecture hour today, Dr. 
Currell gave a highly entertaining lecture on 
“Place Names.”’ fter illustrating the an- 
tiquity of place names by such towns as Tad- 
mor, Hamath, Sidon, and contrasting their 
language with the upstart newness 
of auinames which did not begin 
until the eleventh century, the speaker 
briefly touched upon American Indian names, 
and the places discovered and settled by the 
Portuguese, Spanish and English. Such names 
as St. Helena, St. Augustine, Ascension, Port 
Natal, Trinidad, Salem, Jerusalem, Bethel, 
Jericho, illustrated the deeply religious charac- 
ter of the early Spanish and Puritan explorers 
and settlers. The sources of names were too 
numerous to classify in this short report, but a 
few ofinterest were those derived from tribes, 
su as France (Franks), “England 
(Angles) ; from physical features, as 
Poland (plain land), Thrace (rugged): 
from rulers or explorers, as Tasmania, 


Bolivia; from towns as Rome, New York; 
from families, Billin 3 from ‘ accident,” as 
nae This owed its name to the 
Indian who, on being blessed with a thirteenth 
daughter, shrieked “she boy agen?” Other 
sources were aiso illustrated. The speaker 
then began with the oldest settlements in 
Europe and showed how their names indi- 
cated their history. The Pheonicians were 
traced all along the Mediterranean through 
Gilbraltar to southwest Britain. The Arab 
names in Europe were then shown to be thick- 
est in Spain, Portugal, Sicily, w- 
ing fewer and fewer in North Spain 
and South France. The Celts (Kelts) were 
shown by their names to have originally occu- 
pied nearly allEurope. The largestrivers and 
mountains from the Volga tothe Rhone being 
exclusively Keltic. All the prominent rivers 
and names of Europe contained Keltic words 
for water or river. In like manner the histo 
of the Saxons and the Northmen was trace 
by their names. The lecture closed with a few 
illustrations of names of objects derived 
from places; as calico from Calcutta, bayonet 
from Bayonne, ete. more enter- 
taining hour has not been given to an audience 
appreciative of intellectual treats. Dr. Cur- 
rel by one of the most pleasing lecturers in the 
south.

A MOTHER’S CURSE. 


The Arm of the Man Who Whipped Her 
Boy is Withered. 


PIONEER, O., July 24.—Three weeks ago, 
Samuel McCall, a farmer living:on the Mich- 
igan side of the border, became incensed ata 
number of boys who were trespassing on his 
farm. He ¢aught one of them and chastised 
him severely. The boy’s mother lives near, 
and whey she learned of McCall’s whipping 
her son she went to the farm and berated him, 
closing’her tirade by cursing him and hoping 
that his right arm might be withered. 

The same afternoon McCall was pulling 
weeds in his garden, when he was bitten in 
the fleshy part of his thumb by a massassauqua, 
as the Ohio marsh rattlesnake is called. These 
reptiles are rare, and people stand in great 
dread of them. They are venomous and are a 
refutation of the scientific declaration that all 
venomous snakes may be told from the non- 
venomous by their thin necks and large, trian- 
guiar heads. The massassauqua’s head is not 
triangular, but is shaped like a turtle’s, and is 
but a trifle broader than the neck, in some in- 
stances the two being of even width. 

Soon after he was bitten McCall’s hand and 
arm began to swell and become discolored. A 
doctor was called and for a week or more the 
patient lay between life and death, and suf- 
fered intense agony. The arm and shoulder 
became so mich enlarged that the skin burst 
in several places. Ten days ago the 
swelling began to decrease and the pain grew 
less. he swelling continued to 
down as rapidly almost as _ it 
grown, but with its decrease the flesh shrank 
away until nothing was left onthe arm and 
hand but skin and bone. From the shoulder 
down McCall’s arm is withered and lifeless. 
The unfortunate farmer left his house on Sun- 
day for the first time since he was bitten. 

The mother of the boy, who was whipped 
by McCall, declares that the farmer’s with- 
ered arm is a curse put upon him through 
the medium of the massassauqua in re- 
sponse to her terrible wish. Physicians say, 
however, that paralysis of this kind is apt 
to be a sequence of the massassauqua bite, 
if the poisom does not prove fatal. Several 
instances are cited where such a result has 
followed, one being the case of the Rev. 
Thaddeus Todd, formerly of Piqua, who was 
bitten by a massassauqua while cutting the 
grass in his yard, and lay si onths in a half- 
conscious condition. He recovered, but his 
arm and hand were withered exactly as 
Farmer McCall’s are. 


A WEST VIRGINIA TRICK. 


The Bark of a Walnut Tree Placed Upon an 
Oak Log. 


PARKERSBURG, July 24.—A Gilman county 
lumberman is $106 ahead, but has gotten him- 
self in serious trouble through the trickewhich 
advanced fhis bank account ;but depleted 
his conscience. Walnut lumber is very 
scaree and very valuable, and the Gilman 
county man, having a fine walnut tree 
on his land, cut it down and sold it 
for a handsome sum to an _ Eastern 
man who bought it on the ground. Before 
shipping the log the Gilmanite peeled off the 
bark carefully and laid it aside. After the 
walnut log was taken away he cut down a big 
black oak of the same dimensions asthe wal- 
nut, which he carefully measured, and taking 
the bark from its place of concealment care- 
fully and deftly tacked iton the black oak 
log. 

The job was so well and artistically done 
that no one but an expert could have toldjthe 
difference. He then shipped it with other logs 
to Cincinnati, where he sold the oak log for 
walnut for $106. He then left for home, 
but he had not been gone long before the Cin- 
cinnati firm discovered the fraud and started 
after him. They left the city, it is reported, 
last night for Gilman county, where they ex- 
pect to overtake the slick lumberman and 
make him refund, or prosecute him for fraud.

DEATH OF “UNCLE DAVE.” 
A Goud Old Man Once the Slave of Andrew 


Jackson, 
Suerrietp, Ala., July 24.—{Special.)—A 


‘character, whose name should be in history, is 


dead in the adjoining county. He was known 
as “‘Uncle Dave,” and all who knew him re- 
spected him. He was brought to this section 
in 1814 by his masters, Colonel John Hutch- 
ings and General Andrew Jackson. They set- 
tled a farm about ten miles above the present 
site of Sheffield and opposite the mouth of Elk 
river. This farm was famous as the Jac’son 
stock: farm, and is the property of Alex Jack- 
son. Uncle Dave was always a body servant 
and the trusted lieutenant of General Jackson 
in all things that could be confided tof a serv- 
ant. He was carried with his master 
into the Indian Territory when the famous 
treaty was made. He was also carried with 
General Coffee on several important surveys. 
He carried the chain when General Jackson 
and associates laid off York Bluff, now Shef- 
field. Hewas the first man to ride the im- 
ported stallion, ‘Leviathan,’ and took as 
much interestin the racing string as any of 
the owners. ‘ 

Colonel Hutchings died and General Jack- 
son carried the slaves, Uncle Dave among 
them, to the plantation of General Coffee, who 
was administrator of Colonel Hutchings. 
There Uncle Dave was foreman, and contin- 
ued to fill the position with credit and ability 
till 1833, when his young master, Colonel An- 
drew Jackson Hutchings, came home. 

Uncle Dave was then made head gardener 
and put in charge of the private carriage of 
the family. The young man repeatedly of- 
fered him his freedom, but it was declined. 
In 1841 the young master died and 
Uncle Dave returned to his position as fore- 
man of the plantation. He remained in that 
position until the war broke out. 

All the men of the family went into the re- 
bellion, and Uncle Dave wasin entire charge 
of the plantation and all on it during the war. 
He was as faithful to the trust placed in him 
and as loyal to his family as any man’ whose 
name emblazens the pages of history, while the 
manliness displayed in the discharge of every 
duty reposed in him, won the admiration of 
all. 

The most beautiful, touching and pathetic 
feature of his life was his devotion to the 
memory of his wife, Katie, who was born in 
1792 and died in 1842. He never married 
again. But every daygat the same hour, in 
slavery and freedom, he wentto her grave, 
and, kneeling there, offered a fervent prayer. 
He wasa Christian, and none doubted his 
religion, his honesty, his fidelity or his 
truth. The exact date of his birth is not 
known, but he was at least a centenarian, and 
from the best datesto be had he was 108 years 
old. His body will be buried beside that of 
Katie. ou

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 24.—The stock market today 
showed a little more animation in spots, but, as on 
yesterday, attention was concentrated upon Sugar 
Refineries, and large dealings in that stock were 
sufficient to bring transactions in the unlisted de- 
partment again up above those in the regular list. 
The announcement that a suit had been begun by 
the trustees for the winding up of the trust, 
caused an expectation that that stock would sell 
materially higher this morning, and 80 was the 
figure expected. There were offerings at that 
price, but no bids over 7914. Sales were effected 
at 79'4, when the traders, seeing that there was 
plenty of stock for sale by parties waiting for a 
market, went in to take the market wees ! from 
them, and a sharp and sudden decline to 775% took 
place. Insiders supported the stock at this point, 
howevrer,-and later in the day there was renewed 
buying for long account, several influential bro- 
ker: being loud in their expressions of opinion of 
a further appreciation of certificates. The fore- 
moon's trading was marked by extreme dullness 
and stagnation in all of the regular list, with the 
single exception of New England, but later there 
was a manifestation of confidence and buying was 
renewed all along the line, with the effect of more 
animation and slightly higher prices for all active 
shares. The feeling on the street during the past 
few days has distinctly grown more hopeful, not- 
withstanding the intense dullness and slight bope 
of any improvement in that respect for some time 
tocome. The belief is general that the new de- 
parture of the secretary of the treasury will meet 
with a full response, and that he will be able to get 
a liberal amount of bonds at such prices as he will 
be willing to pay. The fact that today was ap- 
appointed as the first one upon which to receive 
tenders, and acceptances were large today, was 
responded to in the afternoon’s dealings with a 
gencral rise all along the line and more animation. 
For the time being the market certainly showed a 
tendency to broaden. As operators begin to return 
from the country it looks as if Wall street would 
again develop an old fashioned bull market.
